St. Louis, May 29.—More than one 


hundred and thirty dead bodies have 
been recovered in St. Louis, and ] over 
four hundred persons are known to 
have been injured. 
Mangled bodies 


are being found in many places along 
the pathway of the storm and taken to 
improvised morgues. 
The mercantile 


agencies estimate the loss in St. Louis 
at $50,000,000, and East St. Louis at 
several milUous. In East St. Louis 
only a single dwelling is left standing 
on what is called the "Island," and 
six hundred families are homeless. 
The citizens estimate the dead there at 
two hundred. 
Business men have al- 


ready organized for relief. 
The street 


car service is partly resumed, but it 
cannot be told when the Scullin, or 
Southern, system will be started. 
The 


electric light service will be partly re- 
sumed within forty-eigth hours, but it 
will be two weeks before all the lines 
are in operation. 


Forty-nine additional dead bodies 


have been identified today in East St. 
Louis, including F. A. Nichols, of Cin- 
cinnati. Fifty more have been identi- 
fied in St. Louis.

The tong Drawn Out Trial of Doc Good' 


pastor In Mayor's Court-The Defen- 


dant Brands the Whole AlVuir i 8 


Hank Blackmail. 


The trial of Doc. Goodpastor, charged 


with having committed an abortion on 
Mary McGlone, the fifteen year old 
daughter of W. P. McGlone, v,Tas begun 
iii mayor's court Thursday afternoon. 
The prosecution was represented by T. 
K. Fuuk and T. 0. Beatty, while 
Harry T. Bauiion conducted the de- 
fense. 
The court room was jammed 


full with interested North Enders, 
who hung upon the disgusting and 
filthy testimony with a greedy eager- 
ness not shown in any trial in mayor's 
court for a long time. 


The McGloue girl was put on the 


stand first, and for over two hours con- 
tinued to answer all sorts of questions 
propounded to her. Her story was well 
connected. 
She stated that she had 


been on intimate terms with the- de- 
fendant for over two years. 


The girl's father told a pretty 


straight story of his troubles with 
Goodpastor, and alleged as his reason 
for going to Kentucky, to get away 
from the doctor, whom he feared might 
kill him. The girl's mother had very 
little to say. She seemed to hold Good- 
pastor in high esteem, and was very 
guarded in her statements. 
Several 


other witnesses were called, but their 
testimony was of no importance. 


Court adjourned at six o'clock, to 


convene again this morning at eight. 


The case was taken up again this 


morning at eight o'clock, with the 
usual crowd in attendance. McGloue 
had several new witnesses subpoenaed. 
The most of them were females, and 
about the only testimony they' were 
called upon to give was as to the con- 
dition of the girl along about the time 
the doctor was alleged to be getting in 
his foul work. They told various con- 
flicting stories. Drs. Sellards and Bur- 
gess, who attended the girl in her last 
sickness, were put upon the stand. 
It 


was four mouths after the time the op- 
eration was alleged to have been per- 
formed when they treated her and they 
ould not speak with authority on what 
had happened previous to the time they 
were called in. 


Several aunouymous notes, alleged to 


lave been received from Goodpastor 
by the girl, were brought in as evi- 
dence. Sam'l Reed, of the Portsmouth 
National Bank, was called upon to 
iompare the 
handwriting 
of 
the 


aunouymous notes with the writing of 
Goodpastor. He thought they were the 
same, all except one written on a yel- 
low piece of paper. 


Goodpastor was on the stand for over 


an hour before adjourning for dinner. 
He made a sweeping denial of all ac- 
cusations. 
He said he had always 


helped the McGloue family along out 
of charity. 
He denied having any 


llegal relationship with the girl. 
He 


looked upon it as blackmail, pure and 
simple. 
Several little tilts were in- 


dulged in by the witness and Attorney 
Funk. 


This afternoon was taken up mostly 


by the lawyers in arguing the case be- 
fore the mayor. 


The mass of evidence was all against 
oodpastor, and the only thing the 


mayor could do under the circum- 
stances was to bind him over to com- 
mon pleas court. Bond was fixed at 
$800, with A. J. Fiuuey and B. Augus- 
in as sureties. 
Goodpastor does not 


feel in the least bit discouraged. He 
was very much surprised though at the 
testimony of the McGlone girl.

DEAD. 


Five Resident Survivors Decorate The 


Graven of Members of the Monumental 


Society—Au Interesting Annual 


JEvcnt. 


One of the most interesting of the 


annual Decoration Day exercises is the 
decoration of he graves of the deceased 
members of the Monumental society by 
the survivors. The ranks of the society 
are depleted by death and removal each 
year, and this year but four of the sur- 
vivors will be able to attend. 
They, 


with daughters of other members, will 
drive to the cemetery at five o'clock 
this evening and decorate the graves of 
the members buried there. The society, 
•which erected the soldier's monument 
in Tracy Park, was organized in 1SG9, 
succeeding the Ladies' Eelief Society, 
which was organized in 1865, just at 
the close of the war. 
This grew from 


the Ladies' Aid Society which was or- 
ganized in 1861. There were probably 
one hundred members originally, and 
they did a grand work all during the 
war. 
The Relief Society kept up the 


work after the war until about 1860. 
Then twenty-eight members organized 
the Monumental Society and inaugur- 
ated the work which gave the city the 
soldier's monument, which stands also 
as a monument to the good work of 
these noble women. Of the twenty- 
eight original members, just half are 
dead. 
Of the fourteen survivors, Mrs. 


Samuel Keed, Mrs. Dan McFarland, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Men-ill, Mrs. T. J. 
Graham, Mrs. J. K. Lodwick and Miss 
Emma Boll are residents of this city. 
The others are Mrs. Margaret Gaylord, 
Mrs. J. L. Watkins, Mrs. Albert Mc- 
Farland, of California; Airs. Pond, of 
lsTew Yoik; Mrs. M, J. Waller, of 
Avondale; Mrs. 0. J. Towne, of Mex- 
ico ; Mrs. Capt. Lodwick and Mrs. C. 
S. Smith, of Indianapolis.

Graham, Mrs. Dan McFarland and 
Miss Boll will go to the cemetery this 
evening. They will bo accompanied

May Be Revealed In Court. 


•The Fourth Estate, "a newspaper for 


the makers of newspapers,'' published 
at New York, has a column article 
headed "Nastiness Nabbed. The Edi- 
tor of the Kansas City Sunday Sun is 
at Last Arrested. Accused of Criminal 
Libel and Publishing an Immoral Pa- 
per, He Jumps Bail. Is caught Hiding 
in a' Freight Gar. Resists Arrest and 
is Subdued at the Point'of a Revolver." 


The head lines quoted give briefly 


the substance of the"' article. 
The 


writer states that Presfeon has caused 
more disgust with journalism than any 
man in America. His paper has been 
a terror to decent people and a source 
of delight.to evil doers. The reputation 
of no man was safe in his paper, and 
the defamation of women was the 
source of inspiration. 
His arrest is a 


source of general congratulation and a 
credit to the people he disgraced. 


The Kansas City World says of his 


arrest and first-night in jail: 


"H. L. Preston occupied a cell with 


another prisoner, but did not sleep well. 
He said that the Kansas City Sunday 
Sun would not be published after this 
week, as it had been his intention to 
discontinue it and begin the publication 
of a daily paper in Kansas City, and 
;hat it would be a legitimate enter- 
prise.

libel suits will be filed against Preston 
in a few days, and that he will be ar- 
rested on several charges of criminal 
ibel. His only defence in such cases is 
;o prove the truth of the assertions that 
have been made in the paper, and in 
doing so he will.be compelled to reveal 
;he names of the correspondents. The 
aw can then be invoked to punish the 
jorrespondents, in the same manner that 
he editor of the paper is involved, and 
a number of sensations may come to 
light."

CANAL COMMISSION 


To Come Down Over the Southern Di 


vision of the Ohio Canal Today 'and 


--' 
Tomorrow^ 


The late legislature appoirited'a spec- 


ial commission to examine and repori 
on the canal system of the state, the 
idea being to get rid of some of the 
canals that are practically useless anc 
are a heavy expense to the state. 
Among these branches is the one from 
Columbus to Portsmouth. 
The special 


commission consists of two senators 
and three representatives, as follows 
Senator Thaddeus E. Gromley, of Pick- 
away county, a farmer; Senator Silas 
J. Williams, of Stark county, manufac- 
turer ; Representatives David L. Sleep- 
er, Athens, attorney and speaker of the 
House; Charles C. Richardson, of Glen- 
dale, Hamilton county, manufacturer, 
and George F. Aldrich, of Saudusky, a 
teacher. 


Gov. 
Bushnell, the members of the 


board of public works and others prom- 
nent officials, are also in the party. 
They started fromCircleville today and 
will come down over the canaL It is 
not likely that they will come much 
farther down than Chillicothe, as the 
members of the party are very much 
opposed to walking, and they would 
have to do this if-they came down to 
the extreme southern end of the canal. 


The general sentiment along the val- 


ley seems..to be in favor of abandoning 
the canal, if a railroad can be secured 
at once. _ The bed will be sold at auc- 
tion to the highest bidder.

HONSHELL 


He Was One of the Great Steamboat Men 


of Ohio for Jfearly Half a Century. 
Capt. Wash. Honshell, the veteran 


steamboat man who died at his home 
at Catlettsburg Wednesday evening, 
has been for nealry half a century the 
most prominent steamboat man along 
the Ohio. 
- He began steamboating along about 
1S51-2, when he became employed on 
the "Relief," then running in the 
Portsmouth and Big Sandy trade. 


About 1856 he became associated 


with others in the ownership of the 
"Cabinet." Later he and his partners 
bought the Boston and put her' in the 
Cincinnati and Pomeroy trade. 
It 


burned and then they chatered the 
Izetta and ran her for awhile'. • 


Along about the begining of the war 


Capt. Honshell was associated with 
David Gibson, Hiram Campbell, John 
Means of Ashland, and others, and 
this company built the first steamer 
Telegraph. 
Later they 
built 
the 


Fleetwood, and then organized the 
Cincinnati, Portsmouth, Pomeroy and 
Big Sandy Packet Co., more popularly 
known as the "White Collar Line." 


Capt. Honshell served as master on 


the various boats of the line, and being 
one of the heaviest stockholders, event- 
ually became the general manager of 
the company, a position he held for a 
long time. 


During the early seventies, he, with 


others, organized the Huhtington and 
St. Louis towboat line, which became 
known as "the red barge line" and 
has continued to retain large interests 
in that line. 


During the seventies, too, he became 


interested with Capt. W. H. Kerr, 
Shade Ward, George Williams and 
James Rees in the Granite state, which 
boat also adopted the white collar, 
though never owned by the Big Sandy 
Packet company. 


About the year 18881, Capt. Hon- 


shell became associated with the Bay 
Bros., and the Portsmouth and Porne- 
roy Packet company was organized, 
and owned and operated the Fannie 
Dugan, City of Ironton, Minnie Bay, 
Lizzie Bay, Henry M. Satnley and 
other boats. He was a director in this 
company from its organization till its 
affairs were wound up recently. 


During his time, too, Capt. Honshell 


was interested in the Andes, Exchange, 
Buckeye State, New Granite State and 
other boats. 


Capt. Honshell had many warm 


friends in this city. Among them are 
Capt. Enos Moore and John G. Peebles. 
Both went to Catlettsburg today to at- 
tend the funeral of their old friend.
